acingly towards, the crowd. 
His example 
was quickly followed by tbe conductor, but 
the two men were disarmed with little cer­ 
emony by the police. 
Nagel lefi the car, and was im m ediately 
attacked by a Northwestern switchm an 
nam ed Gleason, who was under the influ­ 
ence of liquor. This man had to be merci­ 
lessly clubbed and then sat upon in the 
patrol wagon by several officers before he 
could be subdued. The others were scarcely 
less determ ined, and but for the tact that 
all appeared to be unarm ed the fray would 
scarcely have been finished w ithout loss of 
life.

T b e S e n a te . 
W a sh in g to n, October 9th.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day the conference report on the de­ 
ficiency bill was presented and agreed to. 
On motion of H oar, the bill as to the 
counting of Presidential votes was passed. 
A resolution for inquiry into the assassi­ 
nation of Joseph Hoffman, a witness be­ 
fore the Committee on Privileges and Elec­ 
tions (investigation into political disturb­ 
ances at B renbam , Texas), was adopted. 
Edm unds in!roduced a bill to pay the 
widow of Chief Justice W aite $8 745, a sum 
equal to the balance of his salary for the 
year in which he died. 
H e asked unani­ 
m ous consent for im m ediate consideration. 
Berry objected. The bill'was referred to 
the Committee on Judiciary. 
Edm unds 
im mediately left the Senate chamber, stat­ 
ing in an undertone that there would be a 
meeting of the Judiciary Committee in 
about two minutes. 
The resolution offered yesterday by Blair 
calling on the President for inform ation iu 
the m atter of the trial, conviction and exe­ 
cution of Riel for high treason in Canada 
in 1885 was taken up, and a long statem ent 
in reference to it was uiaue by Blair, who 
based the resolution on the ground that 
Riel was a naturalized American citizen. 
Referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. 
Edm unds then reported from the Com­ 
m ittee on Judiciary the bill to pay the 
widow of Chief Justice W aite the balance 
of his year’s salary, and as Berry still ob­ 
jected to its im m ediate consideration, the 
bill was placed upon the calendar. 
The resolution 
heretofore offered 
by 
Stewart 
directing 
the 
Committee 
on 
Mines and Mining to inquire and report as 
to the num ber of aliens, foreign companies 
and corporations owning and working 
mines in the Territories was adopted. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the tariff bill, and was addressed by 
Hiscock. 
It was proper, he said, to criti­ 
cise the recent attem pt of the President and 
of his party to explain away and to m is­ 
represent the * fleet and purpose of the 
Mills bill, which they claimed to be calcu­ 
lated to benefit, rather than to injure, 
American labor and capital. The issue was 
fairly drawn between tiie two political par­ 
ties. The question was free trade or pro­ 
tection to American labor. N either subter­ 
fuge nor new confessions of faith would 
conceal or obscure the real question. Dem­ 
ocratic orators were attem p;ing in m anu­ 
facturing districts to shift their ground and 
to 
conceal 
the 
purposes 
of 
their 
party, 
but if 
the utterances of 
the 
President and the reports of the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury, emphasized by 
tue Mills bill, which had been indorsed 
by the National Democratic Convection, 
and which passed the House by a strict 
party vote, left no donbt whatever as to the 
true position of the Democratic Darty on 
that great question, the Senate bill" left 
no dtiubi as to the position of the Republi­ 
can party. 
Both parties con&ded that 
there should be a reduction of the revenue, 
and to about the same am ount. Therefore 
the question of the am ount oi taxation was 
not involved in the discussion, but the 
question was as to the m auucr in which 
the reduction shall be made. 
He exam ­ 
ined some of the details of the Mills bill in 
order to prove that in the preferred reduc­ 
tion they were discrim inating in favor of 
industries of the Confederate States against 
the industries of the N orthern States. 
Hawley suggested as an explanation of 
that fact that of the Democratic members 
of the House W ays and Means Committee, 
which made up the Mills bill, six weie 
from the Confederate States and two from 
the N orthern States. 
Hiscock proceeded to illustrate his point 
with further instances draw n from’ the 
Milis bill, and intim ated that tbe m inority 
Senators of the Committee on Finance 
were acting ou the sam e policy. H e de­ 
clared that the assum ption of Mills, as to 
the sm all average reunction of duties under 
his bill, to be false, and showed that those 
figures were made by including sugars, 
liquors, tobacco aud wines, on which the 
ad valorem duties wore large, but said that 
with those articles omitted from the calcu­ 
lation the reduction in the Mills bill would 
be from 40 to 50 per cent. 
The efffct of 
the Mills bill, Mr. Hiscock declared, could 
not be disguised. 
The Senate bill was 
equally pronounced in character and prin­ 
ciple. ’ It fairly illustrated the Republican 
policy of protection, and when its pro­ 
visions became the law it would defend 
the American m arket against foreign com­ 
petition. 
It was not sectional. The in ­ 
dustries of the North, the South, the East 
and the West were equally provided for in 
it. 
It was the opposite of the Mills bill. 
The Democracy had tendered the issue, and 
every effort should be m ade to meet it 
fairly. 
At the close of Hiscock's rem arks Bate 
obtained tbe floor, and the tariff bill went 
over until to-morrow. 
Edm onds appealed to Berry to withdraw 
his objection to the consideration of the 
bill for the benefit of the widow of Chief 
Justice Waite, but Berry decllmed, stating 
that it would be equivalent to his consent 
to the passage of the bili, which he con­ 
sidered thoroughly bad. 
Edm unds thereupon gave notice that he 
would in the m orning move to take up the 
bill for consideration.

W hat of it; the gain to the Gov­ 
ernment was 2 j>er cent. ¡>er annum on 
four-per-cent*, or *12 000,000, and if it had 
not been paid it would have remained 
that sooner or later the bondholders would 
have drawn both principal and interest 
from the Government, and that it would 
have been loser precisely that $12,000,000. 
To us this proposition—so bitterly as­ 
sailed by the Democracy—appears as plain 
as a pike-staff, and is wise and discreet, 
while all the chatter about contraction 
and panic, because it is proposed to use a 
surplus to pay the nation’s debts in ad­ 
vance of maturity, and at a positive saving 
to the Government of many millions of 
dollars, is political claptrap, tomfoolery 
and twaddle. 


K K . GRADY AND TH E SURPLUS. 


I Ion. Thomas Grady, of Xew York, en­ 
tertained a large audience in this city 
Monday evening. 
Among other positions 
taken by Mr. Grady was, that what the 
G-ivernment taxes the people for its sup­ 
port is right, hut all beyond that, all ac­ 
cumulation of money to be unused and lie 
in Government vaults is wrong. 
Mr. 
Grady tlien drew the conclusion that the 
Republican party wants to do this thing— 
accumulate taxes without use for them. 
l^et us examine ídío that proposition. 
I he Republican tariff Dill proposes tariff 
reductions in the revenue amounting to 
a'xiut $75,000,000; the Democratic tariff 
bill proposes reductions a little in excess. 
There is, therefore, no very great differ­ 
ence in the aggregate amount of the pro­ 
posed reductions, and that fact conse­ 
quently 
eliminates 
from the ¡lending 
debate a great deal of twaddleabout taxing 
the people. 
But there is a very wide dis­ 
tinction between the methods of the two 
bills, by which they reach practically the 
same end. 
The one proposes to free-list 
ninety-three articles and lower duties upon 
others, which w ill inevitably bring many 
American industries and productions into 
unequal competition with foreign produc­ 
tion* and industries, to the injury, if not 
the destruction, of the former. 
So it is a question not of the amount of 
reduction, but of the means employed, or 
the avenues through which the end is tobe 
reached. 
It is just there where the two 
parties part company, one declaring for 
retention of the tariff iliac protects home 
industry and production, and the other 
that throws them open to the unfair and 
unequal competition with foreign industry 
and products, which have for their basis 
ill-paid and servile labor, and a condition 
of the working class incompatible with the 
demands upon the independent, free and 
untrammeled Americans. 
But, says Mr. Grady, the tariff was 
largely a product of the exigency of war ; 
the war lieing over, it should be greatly 
reduced. 
Precisely; and that is just what 
the Republican party proposes to do. 
If 
need be, it will go to the extent of abolish­ 
ing tiie internal revenue system also. 
For 
that was bom solely of the war. 
It is the 
child of blood. 
It is the one relic of the 
fratracidal strife of a quarter of a century 
ago -no, there is one other : the repression 
of the right of the colored freeman at the 
South. 
But, asks Mr. Grady and his party, what 
will you do with the accumulating surplus 
which is now and promises to remain T 
The reply is,-obey the law and redeem 
United States bonds, representing the na­ 
tional indebtedness, as the law commands, 
and as Mr. Cleveland neglected todo,until 
Congress plied him with whip and spur- 
It is justifiable to conclude that his ne­ 
glect was purposeful, since it fostered his 
political schemes and kept the surplus 
swollen to be used as a goblin to fright the 
people. 
But Mr. Grady will respond to this, in 
common with the Philadelphia Record, 
New York World, New York Star, Xew 
York Commercial Advertiser, Macon Tele­ 
graph, Kansas City Times, San Francisco 
Examiner and other prominent apologists 
for Mr. Cleveland’s policy, “ if we propose 
to spend the money for the bonds, that 
will send them up to a high premium 
figure. Now, the national hank circulation 
is based upon bonds as securities. 
When 
the premium reaches a top figure under 
the stimulus of the Government bid, these 
banks, which make nothing upon their cir­ 
culation (?), will retire the unprofitable pa­ 
per issue, reclaim their bonds and sell 
them to the < ¡overnment. 
The result will 
be to contract the currency of the country 
suddenly, and there w ill follow a panic 
worse than that of 15-57, and more serious 
than that of 1873.” 
Let us see about that. 
As the Minne­ 
apolis Journal forcibly puts it, the man is 
worse than foolish who will not take up 
his own note before it falls due and stop 
the interest, or part of it, if he has the 
money and no other use for it. 
So he 
offers a premium for his notes for the priv­ 
ilege of being allowed to take them up. 
That is just what General Harrison wants 
to do with the surplus, and Mr. Cleveland 
does not want to do. 
Of course the pre­ 
mium will always l>e less than the interest 
and principal at maturity, and thefdiffer- 
ence is the gain made by the Government. 
Now then, will there be any less money 
in circulation if the Government’s note» 
the bonds, is taken up and the coin 
changes hands ? 
But in the case of the 
hanks, they have a currency out that is a 
medium for exchange of the products and 
the results of industry. 
W hat will take 
its place if it is withdrawn?—the coin or 
greenbacks which the banks receive from 
the Government for the bonds. 
Let us 
illustrate, and show that all this pretended 
alarm a!>out a panic is rot. 
If a hank has 
$100,000 bonds put up as security for its 
circulation, it is permitted to issue $00,000 
of notes thereon. 
Let us suppose the 
bonds at maturity would he worth, prin­ 
cipal and interest, $140,000. 
Now, if the 
Government bids them up to $130,000 for 
surrender prior to maturity and gets them, 
it saves $10,000 of interest, and the bank 
receives $130,000 in eoiu to be put into the 
channels of trade where there was before 
but $90,000, a present gain to circulation 
of $40,000, and so the higher the premium 
paid the greater the addition to the fund 
of money moving in the arteries of com­ 
merce, and the farther removed the coun­ 
try is from any possibility of a panic. 
As our contemporary, the Journal, ¡«its 
it, is not this surrender for a premium by 
one and the purchase by the other of his 
paper out of unused funds just what any 
sensible business man would do? 
Let us 
add, is it not what any sensible Adminis­ 
tration would do that did not plot to 
swell the 
surplus 
for 
¡lolitical 
ends? 
Would not the banks, if there was con­ 
traction of the currency, as Mr. Cleveland 
and the Adra-tino- and Star pretend to 
believe, absolutely swell the medium of 
exchange by increasing the money circula­ 
tion? 
But, exclaims the Xew York World, 
since Congress (June 1st) forced Mr. Cieve-

It has put $5,000 into a bank 
to he used in a scries of rewards for the 
detection cf false registration and the ar­ 
rest and conviction of those who vote or 
attempt to vote fraudulently.

EXCURSION WORK. 


THE SCHEME TO ORGANIZE WIN­ 
TER EXCURSION'S. 


E . YV. M aslin a n d H . M. W h ite S e­ 
le c te d to G o E a st—D e ta ils o f 
W h a t F u n d s a re N eeded . 


A few days ago a number of citizens met 
by appointment, to consider the proposi­ 
tion to take action to promote excursions 
from the East toSacramento. It was found, 
as it has been every year for half a decade, 
tbat the great drift of tourist and horne- 
seeker travel in winter from the East to the 
Pacific shore, has the south country for 
its objective point, and tbat this is the 
result of discreet labors by the South Cali­ 
fornians in the Eastern field years ago and 
never relaxed. 
The Los Angeles papers now confidently 
claim that the number of visitors to the 
South from the East this winter will be 
fully 100,000. 
Some of the excursion 
trains go through Sacramento, and the 
passengers remain here several hours at 
ttmes, to make southern connections. Very 
few step over here, because thev have 
heard very little, if anything, of thi3 part of 
thp State; it is all Southern California with 
them. But they say “had we known the 
truth and not have been booked for the 
South, we should certainly stop at Sacra­ 
mento and examine the fine country of 
this vicinity, and possibly go no further.” 
At the meeting referred to it was resolved 
to make a concerted effort at once to organ­ 
ize and put into effective operation an ex­ 
cursion system with its western terminal at 
Sacramento. 
It has been ascertained that 
the several railroad companies 
leading 
into the State will arrange with our Deople 
for these Sacramento excursions on satis­ 
factory terms, and at this time the outlook 
is good for attainment of the end desired. 
The Finance Committee is already out 
soliciting guarantees for the funds needed. 
On consultation with the Lecture Commit­ 
tee it has been found that not a cent less 
than $1,000 a month will be needed for 
three months to carry on the work effect­ 
ively. The Lecture Committee has had 
s veral meetings and has laid out a clearly 
denned plan. First, thatthe lectures m ud 
be illustrated, a stereopticoi being used 
and views illustrative of this citv and vi­ 
cinity, of valley and foothills, of orchards 
and vineyards, of farms, lactones, scenery 
of the country, pictures of fruits and other 
products, etc. Second, that an intelligent, 
thoroughly informed and capable agent 
must act as lecturer, and aid him self by 
these views.

THEY MUST H A SH . 


M yers, O lsrn an d IYrager S en ten ced by 
J u d g e W illia m s. 
John H enry Myers, John Olsen and 
W illiam Drager, convicted in the Superior 
Court of El Dorado county of the m urder of 
John Lowell, were yesterday sentenced by 
Judge W illiam s to be hanged on the 30th 
of November.

Coun­ 
sel tor the defendants, who were appointed 
by the Court, made a strong effort in be­ 
half of the prisoners, but yesterday Judge 
W illiam s overruled the motion, and sen­ 
tenced the prisoners. Olsen was deeply af­ 
fected, and found some sym pathizers m the 
crowd that tilled the Court-room. 
Myers 
and Drager gave no evidence of emotion. 


P o lic e C ourt D o in g s. 
There were ten cases on the l ’olice Court 
calendar yesterday morning, but they were 
all continued for one cause or another. R. 
J. Johnson was charged with vagrancy. 
H e pleaded not guilty, and the Court, after 
hearing the evidence, took the case under 
advisement. 
W hen the case of Mrs. C. J. Elliott, 
charged w ith selling liquor to Indians, was 
called, her counsel, E. C. H art, demanded 
a jury trial, and her case was continued 
until Thursday, at 10 a . m . 
W illie Defore, charged w ith ba'tery, had 
bis case continued until to-day. 
W illiam Price pleaded guilty to petit 
larceny, and will receive his sentence this 
m orning.

California is a great and growing 
Stat?, aud the State officials and m em ­ 
bers of commissions evidently believe in 
keeping up with the times by having 
printed extensive aud exhaustive reports, 
which takes much time to compose, a vast 
am ount of paper to print and the great 
num ber keeps the force iu the bindery at 
work about half the tim e on official re­ 
ports. The report of the Bank Commis­ 
sioners, which was issued a few days ago, 
contains 624 pages, and is by no m tans the 
largest report that has been filed. 
A visit to the press-room found the 
operators in th at departm ent all busily 
engaged in running of! forms for the report 
of thsN apa Insane A sylum . Of this report 
2,500 copies will be printed and bound. 
T he annual report of the Secretary of 
the Board of Regents of the University of 
California has just been printed and bound. 
This report contains 160 pages, and MX) 
copies were printed. 
In the composing-room they have just 
finished setting-up the report of the Sec­ 
retary of the State Board of H orticulture. 
This is a m am m oth volum e and 10,000 
copies will be printed. 
The composition for the report of the 
State Normal Schools for the year 1887 is 
completed, but the copy for 1888 has not 
been furnished. Of this report 1,000 copies 
will be printed. 
The composition 011 the report of the 
Labor Bureau Statistics Commission is more 
than half completed. 
It will contain over 
4U0 pages, and 3,000 copies will be printed. 
The report of the State H arbor Commis­ 
sioners is all in type, and 1,200 copies will 
be printed. 
The Fish Commissioners’ report is also 
set-up, and will go to the press in ¡1 few 
days. Of this report 1,500 copies will he 
issued. 
The composition on the report of the 
Adjutant-General is pretty well advanced 
and will be completed in a few days, when 
1,000 copies will be printed. 
The report of the State Board of E quali­ 
zation is also in liattd and the composition 
about half done for 2,000 copies. 
The Stale Controller's repori, also a 
volum inous document, is nearly ready for 
the press, aud 2,000 copies will be printed. 
Of the Sin veyor-General s report, the 
copy of which is now in hand, 2,500 copies 
will be printed. 
The report of the Railroad Commission­ 
ers is also in hand and the composition 
well advanced. Of this report 1,500 copies 
will be printed. 
All of the proofs of this State work are 
sent back to the different officials and com­ 
missions for correction and revision, and 
sometimes this causes weeks of needless 
delay, as the parties to whom they are sent 
do not act with promptness. 
Captain 
Young says if the proof-sheets are returned 
within a reasonable tim e after they are sent 
out, all the public documents will be 
printed, bound, properly distributed and 
placfd upon the members' desks 011 the 
opening of the Legislature. In m any in ­ 
stances the officials rewrite large portions 
of tbeir reports, m ake so m any changes 
and interlineations that the whole m atter 
almost has to be reset. 
SCHOOL BOOKS. 
Many people are under the impression 
that about ail the work that is being done 
at the State Printing Office is the m aking 
of school text-books. W hile over 300,000 
school books have been made aud sold, and 
still quite a large stock is on hand, it will 
be readily seen by theabove statem ent that 
the entire force is employed a large portion 
of the tim e on official reports. A large 
num ber of unim portant Commissions are 
yet to be heard from, and the less im port­ 
ant the larger and more verbose the report. 
The M arshall m onum ent report, for in ­ 
stance, will come along in a few days, giv­ 
ing a history of early California, the dis­ 
covery of gold, etc., and a biographical 
sketch of J. W, Marshall. 
In the school book line 40,000 copies of 
the Advanced A rithm atic have just been 
worked oil the presses, and are stored for 
binding. They were none too soon, for the 
stock of books had run down to 25. A few 
thousand will be bound im m ediately to 
supply the demand, and the rem ainder 
will be bound at intervals as the rush of 
work perm its. 
They are now working off an edition of 
the Gi anim ar in the same way, binding 
only enough to supply the demand. 
The spelling books are running a little 
short and it is more than likely a small 
edition of that book will be printed to tide 
over the rush. It was thought that the 
rush for school books would end with Oc 
tober 1st, but so far this m onth the orders 
have aggregated $9,500, and they are still 
coming in daily. 
The State Printer has received the copy 
for the greater portion of the Prim ary 
Gramm ar, or Language Lessons, as it will 
be called. The copy in hand is being put 
into type, and a portion of the engravings 
have been made. This book may possibly 
be issued by January 1st, if the copy is 
furnished. For the present it will take all 
the spare tim e during the balance of the 
year to replenish the stock of books now in 
use. 
The State engraver is working on the cuts 
for the physiology, of which there will be 
thirty or forty. This book will not be in 
stock m uch before the 1st of Ju ly next. 
It will he a book of 300 pages, probably the 
size of the Advanced Arithmetic. 
Prof esor Raymond is engaged on the 
Prim ary Geography preparing the reading 
m atter for it, and also arranging for maps 
and engravings. 
The State Printer says that the Advanced 
Geography need not be looked for, for one 
year. The Legislature meets in January, 
which will m ake a large am ount of addi­ 
tional work, and for the next six months 
things will be rushed. They cannot do 
full work on books now in hand and addi­ 
tional ones will have a poor show for some 
m onths to come. 
Books will be made to 
replace those that have been sold, so that 
at the beginning of next school year a com­ 
plete stock will be on hand ready for the 
trade. The am onnt of work now on hand, 
the prospective work m ade necessary by 
the Legislature, etc., puzzles the State 
Printer to know how he is going to handle 
it all. and at the same tim e complete all 
within the tim e required. 
H e says he m ay be able to get out the 
Physiology and Elem entary G ram m ar by 
the first of July, and if possible will do so. 
H e says he needs very badly another book 
press. They have two good ones, bnt 
often 
iu changing 
the 
forms a press 
will 
have 
to lay 
idle a 
day 
and 
a 
half, sometimes 
two 
days. 
With 
three presses, two could be running con­ 
stantly, and three most of the time. The 
greatest and most pressing need, however, 
is more room. 
One hundred and fifty 
operatives in that small building is about 
as thick as they can stand and do any work. 
Anyone who has visited the bindery can 
readily see the great need of more room in 
that departm ent. 
W ith his lim ited space 
and the im mense am ount of m achinery 
used, it is a wonder that the foreman, Mr. 
Crossman, is able to turn ont so m uch 
work, and that he tarns ont as good as is 
done in any bindery in the U nited States is 
conceded on every hand. 
PROPOSED IMPROVEMENT. 
State Printer Young proposes to ask the 
Legislature for an appropriation sufficient 
to enlarge the premises to accommodate the 
necessary workmen and at the sam e time 
not to destroy the architectural beauty of 
the buildiDg. H e said to the reporter : “ I 
could work twenty more men, and per­ 
haps as m any more women, had I the 
room, m achinery and tools requisite. At 
present the employes are so num erous in 
th e sm all space in which they have to 
work that they a lu c s t touch each other. 
W hen they wish to lay down som ething 
that they are working upon, they can­ 
not do so at their side but must walk 
off to on? side, causing a loss of time. 


W hen one employe walks off to another 
m achine he has to squeeze by those at 
work, and if two are carrying a package 
those at work on the machines which they 
are compelled to pass, m ust quit their work 
for the m om ent and step to one side. 
W ith a little more room aud an additional 
book press, I could get out the entire 
series of school books required on tim e and 
at less expense than those are beiDg made 
at present. W hat I desire is a forty-foot 
addition on the west side of the building. 
This will give am ple room in the bindery, 
give us a good-sized job office, which is now 
cramped for room. 
It will also give us an 
enlarged carpenter shop, where the men 
can work to* advantage, can store boxes 
away, m anufacture ahead, etc. You can 
readily see the economy in such an im ­ 
provem ent. 
We can work a m uch larger 
force and to a m uch greater advantage with 
no extra cost, except the labor of the opera­ 
tives. 
It would take no more power, nor 
water, nor insurance, and the wages of 
watchmen, potters, bookkeepers, engineers, 
etc , would rem ain the same, and would 
give constant employment to a much larger 
force of skilled labor. This would avoid 
our having to work over hours, as we did 
last season, in order to accomplish the work 
required by law. 
“ W hen we get to m aking maps for the 
geographies they will have to run through 
the pres3 several times in order to get the 
different colors, and then you can readily 
see that two hook presses will not be able 
to keep up with the work. The school 
book revolving fund is doing well, and 1 
am satisfied that we can replace the books 
at the present prices. 
We have made a 
careful computation of the cost of the 
books, and are satisfied that nearly $11,­ 
000 was lost by books not being placed at 
the proper price at first.” 


OLD-TIME “ PRINTS.” 


T h e 
W a g es 
M ade by C om p csitors in 
E a rly D ays. 
The October num ber of the Union Printer' 
the official organ of the San Francisco T yp­ 
ographical Union, is fuil of m atters of in ­ 
terest to printers, and contains some very 
readable reminiscences of the Argonauts of 
the typographical craft. 
Al. M urphy con­ 
tributes the following in regard to ‘ Cap. 
Gill,” who is well known in Sacram ento; 
Edm und C. Gilbert, 
better known, or 
rather, only known as “Cap. Gill,” is a liv­ 
ing rebuke to statistical theorists, who 
wisely claim that the alloted years oi a 
compositor are two and-thirtv. The writer, 
early in the 70’s asked Steve Gillis, as both 
stood in front of the “ Faust Cellar” bar, 
how old the Cop. was. 
“I couldn't say ex­ 
actly,” replied Steve, “ but I rem ember 
reading in a paper, when I was a boy, that 
Circumnavigator Cook, when he landed at 
Kalkekan bay, in the Sandwich Islands, 
was filled with astonishm ent and great 
wonder at finding Lou W ard walking a 
tight rope and Cap. Gill printing orchestra 
checks for the show. 
And he was pretty 
well along in years then,” sighed the Com- 
stocker. as he ambled into an inner room, 
just in tim e to see the subject of this sketch 
lose a big “pot,” showing up four “Rod 
neys” against a like num ber of queens, 
which 
his 
opponent 
had 
obtained 
somehow. 
The 
bark 
Palm etto, 
from 
New York, conveyed Mr. Gilbert safely 
around the H orn, and anchored in the 
stream off Alcatraz on the 17th day of 
September, 1849. On the wav to Sacra­ 
mento, a few days later, the vessel went 
aground, and in the effort to float her the 
Cap. sustained a fractured limb, which laid 
him up for six m ouths. 
In August, 1850, 
he worked first at the case in San Fran­ 
cisco, subbing on the Alta California, the 
composing rooms being on W ashington 
street, just above Kearny. The scale of 
Drices at that tim e w a s: Per 1,000 eras, 
.¡2 50; tim e hands (ten hours work), $12 50 
per day; overtime, $2 50 per hour.' There 
were only two papers in the city then, the 
Alta and Pacific .Vetes. Printers were scarce 
and literature went a begging, but the Cap. 
had made up his m ind to be a “sub.” aud 
not a “regular,” and though countless times 
has he been entreated and implored to ac­ 
cept a “case,” he has always declined, aud 
to-day has the honor of being, if not the 
oldest printer, certainly the oldest "sub.” 
on the Pacific Coast, and in all probability 
anywhere else in creation. 
D uring his 
thirty-eight years of residence ou this slope 
he has been employed on nearly every 
newspaper of prom inence, and at this 
writing is engaged as a distributor on the 
Daily Examiner. 
The Captain adm its to 
being 64 years of age.

A lle g e d U a r íh T rea tm en t o f a P riso n er 
at th e C ity P riso n . 
At 2 o’clock yesterday m orning officer 
A rlington arrested A nnie M anning, the 
keeper of a disreputable house on L street, 
between Second and Third, on a charge of 
buying stolen property. She remained in 
jail during the balance of the night and 
until nearly now; yesterday, when she gave 
bail and was released. She then made a 
statem ent which reflects very severely upon 
the officer, and said that she intended to 
bring a charge of battery against him . H er 
statem ent is that on Sunday she and officer 
A rlington went to Stockton together, and 
while on the way she told him about hav­ 
ing purchased a pair of opera glasses from 
a stranger for $10. She paid the m an S5, 
and he never returned for the balance. On 
M onday evrning A rlington and another 
man took dinner at her house, and after 
dinner the officer to o k offenseat something 
th at occurred and struck her in the nioatb, 
and was about to assault her with an ice­ 
pick, when others interfered. 
After clos­ 
ing up her plate she went to the sta­ 
tion house to procure 
a 
w arrant 
for 
his arrest, but was informed that it was too 
late. 
On leaving the station-house she m et 
Arlington, and he took her into custody 
and had her locked up, telling officer Row­ 
land, who was 011 duty as night jailer, to 
put iter itt u sm all cell, and not to let iter 
talk with any one or send word to her 
friends. 
She asked for a chair, and this 
was refused her, anil she was compelled to 
stand up in a close, foul-smelling cell un­ 
til Chief Lee arrived at the prison in the J 
morning. 
Officer Rowland was asked about the u n ­ 
usually harsh treatm ent of the prisoner, 
and replied that the statem ent was true, but 
that he acted under the instructions of 
A rlington, who had brought the prisoner 
in. 
H e said he wanted to give her a cbair, 
but Arlington told him Dot to do so, and be 
supposed at that tim e he was compelled to 
do ss the arresting officers desired in re­ 
gard to the disposition of persons arrested 
by them . 
H e has since learned that when 
he is on duty as jailer, prisoners are in his 
charge, and be is responsible for tbeir treat­ 
ment. 
He says th at no charge was entered 
against the woman on the slate,and he was 
sim ply informed by Arlington that she 
was charged with felony, and that he had 
fixed her bail at $2,000. As soon as Chief 
Lee arrived and was informed of the facts, 
he took the prisoner out of the small cell 
and put her in the large cell where women 
are usually placed when arrested. She was 
soon afterwards released 011 $200 bail. 
The case caused a great deal of comment 
in police circles yesterday. The woman 
does not deny purchasing the opera glasses, 
but says she had no idea they were stolen, 
as the man came to her aud said that his 
family was sick, and he needed the money. 
She says that the fact that she told the offi­ 
cer about them ought to he sufficient evi­ 
dence that she bad no such suspicion, and 
asserts that he would not have had her a r­ 
rested 011 that charge if she had not g o n e 
to the station-house to procure a w arrant 
for his arrest. 
The opera glasses are those 
stolen from the residence of A. H eilbron, 
at Seventh and O streets, during the State 
Fair.
